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Hybrid diesel buses 
to replace electric 
buses in two years

Transit users won't be hopping on 
any of Edmonton's trolley buses 
two years from 
now, after a split 
decision last night 
at city hall to scrap 
the system by 2010. 

All of the city's 
nearly 50 trolleys 
and overhead lines 
will be scrapped 
and replaced by hy¬ 
brid diesel buses that city bureau¬ 
crats say will be more efficient, 
less expensive and better for the 
environment than the electric 
buses. 

"If you invest in trolleys, you 
will cut into my ability to get the 
LRT operations up and running," 
said city transit boss Bob Boutilier. 

The decision will save the city 
$100 million in trolley mainte¬ 
nance costs over the next 18 years, 
city officials say. 

"Some point in time our citizens 


are going to say, 'Wait a minute 
here, what are we getting for that 
money?'" said Mayor Stephen 
Mandel during a debate at city 
hall. 

Seven councillors, including 
Mandel, voted in favour of scrap¬ 
ping the trolleys, while six were 
opposed. 

Trolley fan Coun. Ron Hayter 
says his office has been flooded 
with phone calls from angry tran¬ 
sit users who want 
to keep the trolleys. 

"I don't want to 
close the door on 
that option, once 
we close the door 
we are stuck," said 
Hayter. 

A study by an in¬ 
dependent market 
research firm concluded that 62 
per cent of riders think trading in 
trolleys for hybrid buses is the 
way to go, while 66 per cent of 
transit employees would rather re¬ 
place them with diesel-burning 
vehicles. 

Hayter questioned the study 
since his phones have been off the 
hook with angry voters. 

"The phone calls and the e-mails 
are not reflective to what the con¬ 
sultants are saying."

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Parking meter 
rates going up 

Drivers will need to arm them¬ 
selves with more loose change, be¬ 
cause come July 2, it will be a bit 
more expensive to park in the 
heart of Edmonton.

The hike is in an effort to free 
up more meters, in hopes that 
drivers won't linger longer than 
necessary at the city's 3,200 me¬ 
ters.

The Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police said yester¬ 
day it would curb the use of 
Taser stun guns after the 
federal force's watchdog is¬ 
sued a stinging report accus¬ 
ing officers of zapping 
suspects unnecessarily. 


The watchdog recom¬ 
mended that Mounties use 
Tasers — made by 
U.S.-based Taser Inter¬ 
national Inc. — only 
when a suspect threat¬ 
ened the safety of offi¬ 
cers or the public. _ 

"We will act on the Kenned y 
recommendations as quickly 
as possible to provide clearer 
direction to our members, to 



further restrict situations in 
which the CEW (conducted 
energy weapon) can 
be deployed, and to 
develop and imple¬ 
ment measures to en¬ 
hance accountability," 
the RCMP said in a 
statement. 

"Our recommendations 
are designed to hold the 
RCMP publicly accountable 


for its use of a weapon that 
has caused considerable ap¬ 
prehension among Canadi¬ 
ans, and to control usage 
creep," said Paul Kennedy, 
who chairs the commission 
on public complaints against 
the RCMP. 

"This is a time for a more 
conservative use of this 
weapon," he said at a news

Bush said opening federal

Kandahar battle grows 



NATO, Afghan 
forces kill dozens 
of Taliban soldiers

Helicopter gunships and 
troops blasted a valley in 
southern Afghanistan yester¬ 
day in a huge offensive by 
NATO and local forces against 
Taliban insurgents, many of 
whom broke out of jail last 
week. 

The defence ministry in 
Kabul said dozens of Taliban, 
including foreign militants, 
were killed in a NATO air 
strike and two Afghan army 
officers also died in the opera¬ 
tion, in Arghandab district 
outside Kandahar city. 

Meanwhile some 800 
Afghan government troops, 
backed by hundreds of mainly 
Canadian NATO soldiers, are 
fighting 200 to 400 Taliban in¬ 
surgents who seized seven vil¬ 
lages in the Arghandab 
district, just northwest of Kan¬ 
dahar, the regional base for 
NATO troops. It is less than a 


week since the Taliban freed 
some 1,000 prisoners, includ¬ 
ing more than 300 of their 
comrades, from a jail in the 
city after a suicide truck 
bomber rammed the main 
gate. 

"There are setbacks ... the 


prison breakout and the 
Arghandab operation, and 
there will be setbacks in the 
future," Canadian Major-Gen¬ 
eral Marc Lessard, com¬ 
mander of NATO forces in 
southern Afghanistan, told 
Reuters in an interview. 


Taliban spokesman Qari 
Mohammad Yousuf said mili¬ 
tants had set their sights on 
Kandahar itself, the move¬ 
ment's birthplace, which lies 
about 20 kilometres from 
Arghandab.

Former Cuban President Fidel 
Castro's appearance in a tele¬ 
vised video Tuesday night put 
to rest the latest rumors of his 
imminent demise and sug¬ 
gested he still plays a signifi¬ 
cant role in Cuba's 
government. 

Castro, 81, looked vigorous 
as he chatted with his close 
ally, Venezuelan President 
Hugo Chavez, and his brother, 
Cuban President Raul Castro, 
in a sun-dappled garden in the 
first public images of the ail¬ 
ing former leader since mid- 
January. 

The man who took power 
in a 1959 revolution and led 
Cuba for 49 years has not 
been seen in public since un¬ 
dergoing intestinal surgery in 
July 2006, but has surfaced 
sporadically in videos and 
photographs shown in the is¬ 
land's state-run media. 

Even though he writes oc¬ 
casional newspaper columns 


and the government has said 
he remains involved in policy¬ 
making, Fidel Castro's five- 
month absence from public 
view had fed speculation that 
his health problems, of which 
little has been disclosed, were 
worsening and the end was 
near. 

Thus, most were surprised 
at a thin but animated Castro 


shown in the mostly sound¬ 
less video gesturing, sitting, 
standing and talking with his 
two fellow socialists about 
topics said by state media to 
range from the global food cri¬ 
sis to the U.S. presidential 
election. 

Alberto Mendice Sotolongo,

vendor, said Castro's appear¬ 
ance invigorated his followers 
and sent a powerful message.

Cosmetic surgery 
still on the rise 

Cosmetic surgeons are find¬ 
ing the weakening economy 
isn't deterring customers 
seeking a quick fix, and has 
even led to a new type of 
client — people who have 
lost their jobs and want to 
look good for interviews. 

A study by the American 
Society for Dermatologic Sur¬ 
gery (ASDS) found that de¬ 
mand for simple cosmetic 
procedures such as Botox in¬ 
jections is on the rise, despite 
worries of a U.S. recession. 

"People might not be as 
well off economically as they 
used to be, but some of them 
just aren't willing to put off 
their appearance," ASDS 
president Dr. Darrell Rigel 
told Reuters. 

An online study of 562 
ASDS members found that 
nearly 63 per cent of them 
are maintaining a consistent 
volume of cosmetic-related

bookings among existing pa¬ 
tients compared to six 
months ago.

But Rigel said not only are 
cosmetic enhancements on 
the rise, but they're gaining 
popularity among an unlikely 
sub-set of the population — 
the recently unemployed. 

"We're seeing a lot of peo¬ 
ple come in here saying, 'I'm 
back on the job market again, 
and I've got to look good'," 
said Rigel.

Open championship at Torrey Pines in San Diego, will miss the rest of the sea¬ 
son after undergoing surgery in the next few weeks. 


Golf superstar to have 
season-ending surgery 

Tiger Woods will have reconstructive 
surgery on his left knee that will side¬ 
line him for the rest of the 2008 season, 
the world No. 1 said yesterday. 

The 32-year-old defied jabbing pain 
all week before clinching his 14th 
major title at the U.S. Open on Monday, 
winning a 19-hole playoff against com¬ 
patriot Rocco Mediate. 

It was his first tournament in two 
months since having surgery to clean 
out cartilage in the knee two days after 
he played the Masters in mid-April. 

Woods outlined that he would have 
reconstructive surgery on his anterior 
cruciate ligament, which he tore 11 
months ago after last year's British 
Open at Carnoustie. 

He also said he would require time 
off to rehabilitate a double stress frac¬ 
ture of his left tibia that was found last 
month and attributed to his intense re¬ 
habilitation and preparation for the 
U.S. Open at Torrey Pines in San Diego. 

"I know much was made of my knee 
throughout the last week, and it was 
important to me that I disclose my 
condition publicly at an appropriate 
time," Woods said in a statement on his 
official website. 

"I wanted to be very respectful of 
the USGA (United States Golf Associa¬ 
tion) and their incredibly hard work, 
and make sure the focus was on the 


U.S. Open. 

"Now, it is clear that the right thing 
to do is to listen to my doctors, follow 


through with this surgery and focus 
my attention on rehabilitating my 
knee." 


Woods, who has already had three 
previous surgeries on his left knee, re¬ 
fused to disclose much detail of the 
pain he clearly suffered at Torrey Pines 
last week. 

However, he rated his major tri¬ 
umph as the most meaningful of his 
career given the obstacles he faced, an 
opinion echoed by his swing coach 
Hank Haney. 

"I certainly think it's the greatest 
win he's ever had," Haney told re¬ 
porters on Monday. "He had only 
played 27 practice holes since the Mas¬ 
ters and he never hit more than 50 
balls a day on the range." 

Moments after securing his 14th 
major title and his 65th career victory 
on the PGA Tour, Woods admitted he 
had defied doctor's orders to compete 
at Torrey Pines. 

'As far as future ramifications, I'm 
not really good at listening to doctor's 
orders too well," he added. "Hey, I won 
this week, so it is what it is." 

Yesterday he conceded he had to fol¬ 
low medical advice for the sake of his 
career, ending a remarkable 2008 cam¬ 
paign that featured five victories 
worldwide in just seven starts. 

"While I am obviously disappointed 
to have to miss the remainder of the 
season, I have to do the right thing for 
my long-term health," said Woods, 
who initially had surgery on his left 
knee in 1994, to remove a benign 
tumor, followed by arthroscopic sur¬ 
gery in December 2002. reuters

Grass still perennial favourite 



A well-maintained lawn not only look great, but serves as a 
buffer for hot temperatures and prevents soil erosion. 


G rass is not the only 
choice for your 
lawn these days, 
but the design team still 
believes nothing beats the 
sensuous experience of 
thick, healthy lawn against 
newly bare feet. Ahhhh! 

Grass remains a peren¬ 
nial favourite with many 
folks, and why not? When 
it’s well maintained, it 
looks green and lush, it fil¬ 
ters pollution, it buffers 
hot temperatures, it ab¬ 
sorbs water and it prevents 
soil erosion. 

But poorly maintained 
grass can be an eyesore, 
looking patchy, worn, or 
dried out to a crisp. It cer¬ 
tainly does not have a 
thick, healthy look. In fact, 
poorly maintained grass 
adds an air of neglect, 
which is a design crime. 

Luckily, you can have a 
healthy lawn without 
using pesticides. As is often 
the case, preparation is 
paramount. First of all, 
make sure you have a good 
spot for a lawn — it should 
be even ground with a gen-

tie slope for drainage. 
There should be no low 
spots since these will be¬ 
come waterlogged puddles 
after it rains. 

Ideally, the soil should 
be deep (4 to 8 inches of 
topsoil), fertile, and loamy, 
meaning that it is a well- 
aerated mixture of sandy 
soil and organic matter. 
Soil with a lot of clay in it 
is a difficult medium for 
grass or any other plant 
(with the exception of 
weeds). It must be mixed 
with organic matter to 
loosen it up so that air and 
water can get through. 

A lawn should enjoy a 
minimum of six hours of 
sunshine per day. 

Most grass will tolerate 


only moderate foot traffic 
— look to your local school- 
yard to see the effect on 
grass of too many little 
feet. 

Check for pre-existing 
pests — insects, diseases 
and weeds. If you are sow¬ 
ing new grass, these must 
be removed, or they will re¬ 
turn to haunt you. In an 
existing lawn, periodically 
pulling weeds seems to be 
a necessary evil. And re¬ 
member that a couple of 
dandelions are not a huge 
problem — you just want to 
keep them from proliferat¬ 
ing all over your lawn. 

If the conditions are not 
ideal, you can try changing 
your seeds. For example, 
Kentucky bluegrass likes 
lots of sunlight, especially 
morning sun. Fine fescues 
are shade tolerant and rye¬ 
grass has a good tolerance 
to wear. But, if you have a 
serious problem area — too 
much shade, for example, 
you may have to plant 
other species, such as a bed 
of hostas, which do well in 
the shade. 


When it’s dry, mow high 
— 2.5 to 3 inches, and make 
sure your mower blades 
are sharp to avoid damag¬ 
ing grass. (If you’ve got a 
small lawn, consider a 
push mower.) In summer, 
when growth is not so fast, 
you can leave clippings on 
the grass after mowing. 


Clippings over .5 cm will 
smother your lawn, so you 
should rake it. 

Watering should be done 
deeply and infrequently. 
Use a container on your 
lawn to measure how 
much water you’ve used- 
water at least 1 inch of 
water, and do it only when 


conditions are dry, not on 
a scheduled basis. Too 
much water can lead to 
poor growing conditions 
and disease. The best wa¬ 
tering time is morning. 

Any existing lawn will 
benefit from a thin layer of 
compost mixed with soil 
raked over it. In late sum¬ 
mer, spreading grass seed 
(overseeding) with a top¬ 
dressing of compost will 
work wonders. Aerating 
soil, or poking holes in the 
lawn to increase space for 
water and air is beneficial. 

Finally, if your lawn is 
older and has a layer of 
thatch (dead grass and 
roots at the base) that is 
more than a half-inch 
thick, you must “dethatch” 
it. 

Do this by using a heavy 
rake to clean out the thatch 
layer — it can prevent water, 
air and nutrients from get¬ 
ting to the roots, and it can 
also provide cover for in¬ 
sects and diseases.

Angus Reid reports 75 per 
cent of Canadians are con¬ 
cerned about the effects 
soaps and laundry detergents 
have on the environment. 
Detergents are changing and 
becoming more environmen¬ 
tally conscious. Among those 
leading the pack, for exam¬

Install a Dry Vent 
Switch: To conserve energy 
and lower your heating costs, 
why not direct your electric 
dryer vent indoors?

The dryer 
stays attached to the outdoor 
vent, but if you like, just flip 
a switch to indoor.

Spring’s fresh face 


True Italian country cooking 


Recognized by its large, 
green elephant ear-like 
leaves and long stalks, 
rhubarb is often called the 
harbinger of spring, as it is 
the earliest vegetable — 
along with asparagus — to 
push its way out of the 
ground. Depending on re¬ 
gion and climate, stalks of 
fresh, field-grown rhubarb 
can be found from May 
through to July. Rhubarb’s 
rather intriguing personality 
— tart yet easily dominated 
by other flavours — is why it 
works in both sweet and 
savoury dishes. Rhubarb can 
makes tasty relishes, chut- 
neys and sauces to serve 
with chicken or pork. 

Rhubarb and Strawberry 
Bread Pudding 

If your garden or local market 
has fresh rhubarb, here is a 
recipe to try. Bread cubes should 
be slightly dried out. Lay out in 
single layer on baking sheet to 
dry slightly. 

INGREDIENTS: 

3 cups (750 mL) chopped 
rhubarb (1/2-incb/l cm 
pieces) 

1/2 cup (125 mL) strawberry 
or raspberry jam

Perfect in its simplicity, osso buco 
is true Italian country cooking. I 
love it with buttermilk-mashed 
potatoes.

ing is called gremolata, a mixture 
that always has lemon, garlic and 
parsley in it. Some cooks add an¬ 
chovies, too. It's quickly minced 
with a mezzaluna, a two-handled 
rounded knife that's becoming 
more widely available in Canada. 

INGREDIENTS: 

6 veal shanks (about 3 lb/1.5 
kg) 

All-purpose flour, for dredg¬ 
ing 

2 tbsp (30 mL) canola oil 

3 cups (750 mL) dry white 
wine 

1 V 2 tsp (7 mL) salt 
1 tbsp (15 mL) tomato paste 

GREMOLATA: 

1 lemon 

V 2 cup (125 mL) chopped 
fresh parsley 

2 or 3 cloves garlic

in preheated 350°F (180°C) 
oven for 45 to 50 minutes or 
until puffed and golden on 
top. Serve warm. 

Rhubarb Tips: 

• Selection: Choose firm 
stalks that are fresh and 
crisp. If plucking from your 


backyard, twist off stalks 
rather than cutting. Pick 
slender stalks, one stalk 
should yield about V 2 cup 
(125 mL) chopped and avoid 
eating the leaves as they 
contain a potential toxin 
called oxalic acid. 


Wrap rhubarb in damp 
paper towels to keep the 
stalks moist, and place in a 
plastic bag in the refrigera¬ 
tor for a few days. For longer 
storage, rhubarb is a breeze 
to freeze; just chop it into 
pieces and place in airtight 
freezer bags. Thaw com¬ 
pletely and drain well before 
cooking. 

• Preparation: Wash 

rhubarb, then slice or dice 
according to recipe. One 
pound (500 g) raw rhubarb 
yields about 3 cups (750 mL) 
sliced fruit. If overly mature, 
it may need to have its fi¬ 
brous strings removed. 
Rhubarb browns naturally 
when cooked, but avoid alu¬ 
minum or cast-iron pans or 
it will darken considerably. 
While quite fibrous, rhubarb 
is also 95 per cent water, so 
it cooks down to a sauce-like 
consistency within 10 min¬ 
utes of cooking. It tastes 
sweeter once cooked, so add 
a minimum of sugar before 
cooking, then add more to 
taste after cooking. A 
squeeze of fresh lemon also 
brings out its flavour.

BREAKFAST Aside from 
‘stewing rhubarb', i.e. cook¬ 
ing rhubarb with sugar and a 
small amount of water in a 
saucepan or microwave until 
it becomes a sauce, an inter¬ 
esting way to cook rhubarb is 
to 'roast' it. 

Toss 3 cups (1 L) chopped 
rhubarb with 1/3 cup (75 mL) 
brown sugar and place in a 
shallow parchment-paper 
lined baking pan. Roast at 
350°F (180°C) for 10 minutes 
or until tender. This intensi¬ 
fies the flavour and preserves 
the colour — nice to add to 
your morning yogurt or ce¬ 
real.

parsley and garlic. About 15 
minutes before serving, 
sprinkle the gremolata over 
the veal.

Transfer the shanks and 
the sauce that has formed to 
a wide serving bowl. Serve 
with warm crusty bread onto 
which diners can spread the 
marrow.

Badu’s sonic backdrop 


Singer follows up 
spring hit with 
summer album

"I guess you call it to the 
left," Erykah Badu says of 
her music, specifically New 
Amerykah: Pt. 1 (4th World 
War), her latest album. 

It ventures beyond the 
soul-blues-jazz for which 
she was initially known into 
psycho-hip-hop- 
blaxploitation-dub. Call it a 
sonic backdrop that matches 
her lyrics that have always 
been challenging — think 
obscure references to the 
Five Percent Nation or 
Kemetic Orthodoxy, a tradi¬ 
tional Egyptian religion. 

Ever since 1997, when 
she leapt into the public eye 
with her Grammy-winning 
blues-soul debut Baduizm, 
Badu has been considered 
slightly kooky. There were 
the towering head wraps, 
oversized Ankhs, burning 
incense and concerts turned 
tea parties. Years later, when 
a journalist outed her for 
wearing artificial dread¬ 
locks, she took to wearing 
enormous Afro and pageboy 
boy wigs, which she is now

known to fling off mid-con¬ 
cert and arrange backwards 
on her head. 

Yes, Badu, whose current 
stage show involves play 
with stability balls, tapping 
out eerie sounds on a Mac 
and stage diving, has always 
been, at least publicly, 
strange. But in an R&B land¬ 
scape full of copycat vixens, 
her trippy persona and evo¬ 
lution from neo-soul hippie 
to funk priestess has made 
her a beloved icon. 

Though her fans have 
followed her through her 
shift away from neo-soul 
into cosmic crooning, 
people who fell in love 
with her more frankin- 


cense-and-myrrh leanings 
will be pleased to know that 
her next album, tentatively 
called New Amerykah Pt. 2: 
Return of the Ankh promises 
old-school Badu. 

"This is a very mental 
record," she says of Pt. 1, 
which sounds 
like 


what might happen if Bjork 
went hip hop and R&B. "The 
second one is very emo¬ 
tional. During 1997 through 
1999, there was a certain 
feeling I had; I was studying 
Kemetics. That's the feeling 
I have when I listen to the 
second part. It's a return of 
that feeling and time, and it 
reminds me of Baduizm." 

A taste of the new album, 
due later this summer, is out 
now. Honey, a gooey love 
song, is called the current 
album's hidden track, which 
is only half-true considering 
it's the only song from Pt. 1 
to get released as a single 
and earn a video. 

"That's the sound," she 
says of Pt. 2 before explain¬ 
ing that the progression be¬ 
tween the songs was 
organic. "When we made it, 
we hadn't split the songs up. 
But that's the kind of stuff 
Erykah does."

Lit Wayne album sells 
1 million in first week
